date is peculiarly appropriatOp as all events aoimeetcd Avith tlie 
adniif^ion of tlie State tF^anapired witliiii tlse avails of tlie Cabildo, 
noiv occupied by tlie Departin^^nt, and in the Place 

d^^rnae^, noiv Jackson K[]iiarej iinniediately in front, 

A very elaborate pro^rnin is htiug arranged and notable 
Speakers of naiional and international i-epute have accepted the 
invitation to_ take part in tlic e^LCreises. 

The City Council of New Orleans was presented by the Board 
of Curators on February 21, 1911, with a portrait of Etienac de 
Bore, first ifayor of New Orleans nnder American domination. 

Our csliihifs in tlie Cabildo now cover 11,000 square feet, 
■ind over sixty ahoweasea are required to bold them. The in¬ 
trinsic value of these exhibits is easily" $200jCK)0, 

In the IVcshyterc, tl]e Comincrcial and Natural History huild- 
in^^, also facing jaeksem Sqtuin^j oUr exhibits now cover about 
25jt0O sf|Ujirc feet of floor space. Here, in 210 show cnsi^, is dis- 
pla>'eil n permanent exIiiMt of Lmiisisrtxi’e resources covering all 
ngn^'ultural and hcartieultural prodneHoiis, the timber and min- 
end weal til, the liirda, auiuuils and fisbrSj imiacts^ sliells, fossils 
aud soils and tiuir applic[dion to flic, arts and manufactures j 
in factn an epitoiue kept up to date, of every natural and indus¬ 
trial iittratdioia offered by tSiis rieh Commonweailth txt the seeker 
of information. 

All tills has hern accomplished since the establisJiment of the 
State Sluseum lu 10(\$ by the exercise of tlie most painstaking 
efforts, the most exacting econoin 3 ' and effideney of manage- 
nieuf- 

Tiie regulnr apprr^priation of $5^000 per year was barely 
siiffidh'iit for the uiaiiifcnanoe of the in tlie old quarters. 

XoVi^ with two infimense buildings to xcinodek repair and to main¬ 
tain, and witli urgent nerd of more employeeSj more eqmpmentp 
more uiHterial to eorry out its aims and objects, and to make 
the institution a power for good, you can readily appreciate oat 
omiiarraj^iment. 

We will either go forward or go backward, as there ean be 
no standing still, and this movement will be largely influem^ed 
by the attitude of the General A?B5embly at this juncture. 
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A record of nearly half a jnjllion of on a StaJre inveat- 
nient of twenty-five tkousyiintl during; live ycai^ of our corporate 
existence speaks for itself. 

Aside from tbe development of tins peraianent cxJiihit Of 
Louisiana rescurccs^ the musomit lias furnislied and equipped 
more than ten state exliibits outside of Louisiaun at various 
expositions and fairs^ aided the campai^ for the World's Fair 
at Orleans and exhibited at the State Fair and tm railroad 
demonstration cars. 

Our limited means prevents iis from cari'j iiig ndcquate in- 
surauee, from iiaving sufficient i^uardianship, the ever-present 
fire hazard on account of Avoodcu floors stares us in the f^lec^ 
and it handicaps ns for lack of scwi-rage, nioilem facilities and 
adequate means of heatini;^, all of wliicJi are due die contributors 
to tlie museum collections and the visiting puldic and in order 
to maintain tJie dignity of the State institution. 

We would ask tlic State to set aside ten or fifteen thousand 
doll HI'S per year for tho support of tliis niagniflcent au<l toni- 
preliensive exhibit and for an exploitation of its rcs^mrccf! such 
as Califoimia, 0^egon^ Washiugjton, Colonidoj KausaKi. NebraKkaj 
Canada, and many otlicr states maintniu to- their decided advan¬ 
tage, now that we have tht huildiugs, the organization, the 
foundations all laid and favorably located for the lica%y tourist 
travel through New Orleans. A paltrj" mm, indeed, for the good 
to he scoOmpliHlicd. As a business iuv&stiiient no appropriation 
made by the State rt^tums as mucli actual result tn imiucdiate 
assets—received, $$50,000 value in hand, also the ad¬ 
vertising benefit, wbieli cannot be sho^™ in figures. 

Besidles the money value of the eshihits as stated aliove^ the 
S-luseum possesses two historie buildings, Cahildo and Prosbyterc, 
facing the licaiitifiil Jackson Square^ which buildings have been 
dedicated for all time to the Hoard of Curators by the City Couu^ 
dit In 190& and in tlipmsclves I'cprosciit a value of at least two 
hundred thousand dollars. 

The public appreciation of the advantages* of the State ^lu- 
seum is amply shown by the figures for the nHcndance given. 
The possihititics of tlie future will he largely determined by the 
attitude of our public-spirited citizen^ in coming to the aid of 
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tho Bf>ard id yarryhig oi.it tliEj olijects aud aims ojf Mubguhi. 

This iDstituHoK lias now proven its right to livo^ and to have 
the proper support of tlie State, and now tJiat it is out of its 
e^fporiiiiental stage, it inquire a comnnsnsurate iiandling; 
the returns for its pivipcr support ’\vill he imniediEito and pro- 
gre-ssivtly iucrea&iugj and we suhiiiit for your consideration the 
OFire of a most wortliy depalament of tho State,

REPORT OF ROBERT GLENK. 

Curator 


Tlie y^ar 1911 marks a di^stiiact mi in tlie development and 
evolution of the Louisiana State Mmenm. 

By ordinance of Cit>' Council tlie assumed the cus- 

todfansiiip of the Cabiklo and Presbytere facing Jacl^ou Sq^inre^ 
and on January 1, 1911, the work of transferring 210 loads ol 
exhibits to these buildings was completed at a total cost of 
$326,00. 

The heroic work of rmodelingj. repairing and adapting the 
rooms iu tJaese venerable bnildings for cxluhition purposes and 
the inslallatioTi of exhibits begftn immediately^ but much labor 
could have been spared if it bad been possible to have gotten 
the buildings in shape for installation before crowding them 
with exhibits; however, it vras a matter of $109 a month for 
n^nt, ive wore gUd to tt^he possession as ™>n as possible- 

Few "can reailiae what hard work it w’as rcmoviiig tlie nu- 
juerotifl little rooms and offices w^hieh were built into tlte Cahildo 
and Presbytere to fit them for ooiirt purposes and to restore the 
buildings to the original lines laid down h 3 " the huilderjs in 1794 
and 1811, respectively. Tnie^ too, the work eould have been ex¬ 
pedited had we Jiad funds to employ ft force of iHorkmen. 

In the tw'o buildings, the museum 1ms available 75,£WO square 
feet of mchibition space, allowing plenty of room for expansion in 
all departments and giving ample opportunity for making this one 
of the most unique and attractive institutionji of kind in Uie 
country. 

Tiiree of the large halls in the Cabildo wtTc restored and the 
exhibits of the department of history installed and opcnctl to 
vHtoiT? oil April 17, 1911. 

Tim Transfer room in tlu' Cabildo lias bci^n dedicated in per- 
petnity to tliR usi^ of the Louisiana TlistoricHl Society l^y the 
Council. Tills is the finest ajiri largest ball in tliE-: biuliliug and 
has been equipped by tlie museum with a luodorn system of elec- 
trie lighting. Thtf walls Hnd ceilin^r were plastennl and painted 
and the sashes and ^rroiiglit iron rE(ilings scraped and painted. 
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Tile vooclcn floor, lioweTiTjr, is y^ry roygb find uDcven^ aad, al- 
tliouf^jh it hm ln?('n treated stflin and floor preparation, it 
Ticed't to lie renewcnt or, better stiU, a terrazo floor pot in, 

Altiioiigii tile Cnbildo, with its tbree-foot thick brick walla, 
has ^^one tliroagli several conflagrations in its one hundred and 
eighteen years of existence, it is liable to be damaged by Arc and 
its pricelc^ exhibits forever destroyed unless stepa are taken to 
make it iaeombnstihlc. 

Sixty-five showcases arc required to protect t-lie splendid cob 
lection of documents, lctter?i, books^ relics, maps, coins^ medala, 
arms and w’capoiLs, Indian relics and art objects^ sixty of w'liich 
eases were made in t3ie nmseum workshop in the last year, 

Tlie moat noteworthy Incrcnse has eomc to ns through the 
generou-s and patriotic contribution of Jlr, Gaspar Cusaeh$, a 
liistorical and art coUcetor of many years. His collection, listed 
under mnsciun contributions, is y^ry rich in local historical ma¬ 
terial and nn>^ imiseniti in tile country might fed proud to pos¬ 
sess it. Among the otiicr notffivorthy collections deposited in the 
last twelve iiiontlis are those of Mr* T, P, Thompson h H, Gfibbes 
Morgan, Jr,j Jndge W. H. Seymour, Dr. Joseph Bauer, Dr. I. 
Cline, P, Chirilioga, Consul of Ecuador, and the Louisiana Hie- 
torieal Society. 

The occasion of the celebration of the Statehood of Louisiana 
has been the menus of bringing much valuable matter and many 
portraits for exhibition, representing the period of 1S12, 

The large portrait of Andrew Jaeteon and the Jefferson 
Davie Catafalque from the Battalion Wasliington Artillery; Lee 
and his g^merals from Judge Mathews; tlie large Slidell Picture 
from Dr, Cline, and the portraits of Don A1 monester, Pere An¬ 
toine, Bishop Cardenas, lent by Rev, Scotti, arc valued 
acquisitiona. 

The Natural History and Coiuiuercial Departmeut not 
Opened until July 1st, as this building' required tlie greatest 
amount of remodelling and repairs to fit it for museum purposes. 
The halls are now large^ light and airy and only on dark dayis is 
artificial illumination required. The large hall in the north end 
of the building on the ground floor baa been turned into the public 
lecture room. This room has a seating eaapeity of about 300 and 


opeika out on Jnekscn Squar^^^ hfiviug 4 doois and 3 large ’windows, 
acini]Hing plenty of air and light. On the wall$ are no’^v huni^ 
the splendid coricetirin of ^2 portraits of pioneers ia the Kogan 
industry of Louisiana, This room is the meeting place of the 
Louisiana Sugar Planters Associatiou and the society has paid 
for the improtetaents and lighting inslailed in tills room. 

The tooiu on the south aide of the hiiilding is occupied by 
the otHee of tlie Secretary of tlie Division of ImmigratioUj, in 
eon junction with wliiehj in exploiting Louisiana^ the mnseim ia 
workiiig hand in hand. 

Both the arcade and tlie courtyard in the Xfltural History 
Building have beeii restored to their original condition and tlie 
rooms extending out Into thefm^ built hy the courts have been 
removed. The courtyard haa been beauti fled by the addition of 
ten large palms and a nnmber of other plants and trcffii and two 
Roni?in urns ’with ferns, contributed by the City Park and Andu^ 
bon Park Commissions. The gallpry and rollings ’were also re¬ 
paired and a number of cages for our collection of living reptiles 
built. 

The Department of Natural History and Commerce has re¬ 
ceived a great many items from small eontributora to the eoDcc- 
titms representing the flora and fauna of the State^ but any note¬ 
worthy aequisitioii^ in this department will be predicated upon 
the appropriation received from the coming General Aesembly. 
Without a skilled taxidermiat and preparator and coliectorg di¬ 
rectly responsible to the museum, it will bo impossible to get aatis- 
factory exhibit!on materials or results, as it ia beyond human 
po’wer for the curator to do all that is needed in thi^ most impor¬ 
tant department of the museum. 

Fifteen halls are now inataUed in this building, with 235 
show caaea^ seventy of whieh ’were built in the shop. 

The installation of sewerage and modem saoitaiy facilities^ 
as w^cll aa a means of heating and lighting the two bnildingSj, ara 
some of the very urgent needs of the museum. 

Besides the regular work pcrfc?rmjed, tlie museum has fur¬ 
nished exhibits of Louisiana products at the New Orleans Board 
of Trade; Land Congreaa, Alexandria- Ohio Valley Exposition j 
Pittsburg Land Show, Illinois State Fair, Horticultural Congress^ 


CflUQcil Bluffs; Chicago Land 1910-11; Louisi^ Stata 

Fair, Illinois Central Bailroad and exliilits at Lmeola, Neb,; 
Madison, Wis.; St, Paul, ilmn,, and ’Washington, D. C. 

The first of the OTiseuma’s contemplated series of monographs 
on the Natural History Survey of Louisiana was published in 
February, 1911, entitled Leguminosae of Louisiana and prepared 
by Prof. K. S. Cocks. Other inouograplis will follow as soon as the 
nieans is in sight to pay for publiaatioD. 

As the mnseuin is primarily an institution for the edification 
and entertainment of the public, the number of visitors is, no 
doubt, the best gauge of its popularity and uaefulncsss in this 
respect. 

Since the doors of the Cabildo have been opened to visitors, 
on April 17, 1911, to Marcli 31st, 1912, 141,410 have seen the 
exhibits in this building alone. The figures for the natural history 
building are not available, as no data is kept. 

Of course, the attendance for the first five months was not 
phenomenal, as the newspapers gave very little space to museum 
notiiK'S, and the public was not aware of the fact that the museum 
liad moved, Ilow’cver, the attendauee during Lecember, January, 
February and March lias been gratifying and the newspapcFS 
have given uaseveral full page writeups. The greatest attendance 
was during the ilardt Gras week, when fully 20,000 crowded the 
museum halls. The average Sunday attendance has been 590. 

It is the cherished idea of the curator to make the museum 
especially attractive to the school children and others interested in 
our natural products and in the study of Nature's phenomena 
around us. It is such a fertile field. "We trust that the Legisla¬ 
tors and friends of the museum will come to our aid and sec to 
it that wc are pruvided wltli at least some means to carry out 
this idea. 

Our lecture seric-s [Ehould also be revived, as we have every 
requirement but that of funds to make it a great success and of 
much usefulness. 

The library of the Museum has also met with phenomenal 
growth in the past year; about 1,000 bound volumes have been 
added to the shelves and 3,000 pamphlets, entirely by gift and 
exchange. In the collection of books from Mr. Cusachs, are found 
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some of the most valuable sources of original infomation on 
LouiaianEi, Tlie valuable seieatifio library of the late I>r. Joseph 
Joues^ oontainiug many books on arohoology^ otimology, geology, 
palcontologyp travelaj, agriculture, botany, medicine and many 
other early reports on Louisian fi, hiis be^n donated to the museum 
by lira. Joseph Jones. The list, however^ is too large to get ready 
for tliis report. 

"We are still lacking, tliough, in up to date reference and 
scieutifio books, which are so nceessaty to the curator^ who is re¬ 
quired to be posted in every department of human endeavor* Tlie 
museum library contains muoli valuable and up to date data on 
Louisiana, on agriculture and kindred scieucee and 
and us miide use of by many seekers for information. 

In the appropriation bill passed by the Legislature of 1910, 
iit was provided that the museum mOUe 3 =' should Come out of 
the reVLtiues of 1011 and 1012. In consequence of this, the mu- 
5 i.min Avithout funds for sii months diiriug 1910 and fus 
moiUha of IJlll. To operate the JHuseum it iras necessary to bor¬ 
row the money from tiie bank on wbieli we were obliged to pay 
interest on overdrafts amounting to the fium of $142.81 j not an 
iucjoiisidcrablt? amount to lose on an appropriation of but live 
thousand dollars per year.
